Has There Been a Bloody Tragedy at 
Lithonia ? 


THE STATION AGENT DISAPPEARS 


And with Him There Was a Large 
Sum of Money. 


THAT HE HAS BEEN MURDERED 


Beems to Be the Theory of Those Who 
Are Conversant withthe Facts 
ofthe Case. 


Where is W. B. Summers? 

Everybody in Lithonia, almost everybody 
in DeKalk county, and very many people 
in Atlanta were asking that question yes- 


terday. 

WwW. B. Summers has mysteriously disap- 
peared. He is agent of the Georgia road, 
and one of the most prominent citizens of 
Lithonia; is a man of property and one well 
known in Atlanta and different parts of the 


state; and 

Has mysteriously disappeared. 

Searching parties were literally covering 
the country, hunting for some trace of the 
missing man yesterday, and a dozen of the 
shrewdest detectives in Georgia exhausted 
all the resources of their experience with- 


out any degree of success. 

He is known to have had considerable 
money on his person Saturday night, and 
the universal opinion is that he has been 


foully dealt with. 
Story of the Disappearance. 

Mr. Summers was last seen about 10:50 
o’clock Saturday night by several of his 
friends. 

He had about $800 of the Georgia rail- 
road company's money in his pocket. 

He had been eating an oyster supper in 
his office with two or three friends at the 
hour mentioned. He arose and said he be- 
lieved he would go home to his wife. With 
this remark he put on his overcoat and 
started up the railroad towards his home, 
which is only four blocks from the office, 

He has not been seen since. 

Sunday morning when it was learned that 
he had not reached home inquiries were made 
everywhere, but no one had seen or heard of 
him after he left his office. The news spread 
like wildtire, and nearly the whole populace 
of Lithonia had joined the search before 9 
o'clock. 

The Company Notified. 

About 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning a 
telegram was sent to Superintendent Hemp- 
hill, of the Georgia railroad, in Augusta, ad- 
vising him of the disappearance of Agent 
Summers. . 

Mr. Hemphill ordered his private car at- 
tached to an engine, and gave orders for the 
ran to Lithonia. 

Other ofliciais were notified and requested 
to accompany the superintendent on his trip. 
Two of the best detectives in the enfploy of 
the company were instructed to prepare for the 
search and jointhe party. Better time has 
noi been made in a long time than the special 
drawing of the party between Augusta and 
Lithonia. 

When they arrived and gained possession of 
all the facts in the case, the railroad officials 
turned their attention to the business affairs in 
the ottice and the detectives started on their 
search determined to tind Summers dead or 
Biive. 

Atlanta Detectives In It. 

Several Atlanta detectives, at the request of 
the railroad company and the friends of Mr. 
Sumners, joined the search. 

Detective Bill Jones, with three or four of 
his best men were telegraphed for and went 
at once to Lithonia. 

Late last night no satisfactory clue had 
been struck. The more the detectives searched 
the tighter the cords of mystery seemed to 
draw around the case. All theories that 
could possibly be concocted were exploded one 
after another, and clues seemed to be valueless. 

Who He Is. 

William B. Summers has been the trusted 
and faithful agent of the Georgia railroad at 
Lithonia for six years. He is well known, very 
popular and is said to be one of the finest busi- 
hess men in that part of thecounty. He owns 
ten thousand dollars’ worth of real estate in 
different towns and has personal property 
worth several thousand dollars. Heis under 
& two-thousand-dollar bond with the railroad 
company, which he made himself with the 
Cash. 

His wife owns considerable property which 
was atall times at the disposal of her husband. 
This is all unencumbered and so invested that 
it brought in Mr. Summers a good income. 

These facts dispel all theories of his having 
skipped out with the $800 of the company’s 
money which he had in his pocket when last 
Seen.

MURDER OF THE PACKWOOD FAMILY. 


The Details of a Bloody Tragedy Near 
New Smyrna, Fla. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., December 13.—It has 
been impossible to establish telegraphic com- 
munication today with those at the ‘scene of 
the tragedy near New Smyrna. The follow- 
ing facts, however, are well authenticated: 
The scene of the murders was the house of 
Frank J. Packwood, standing in the center 
of an orange grove, on the banks of the Hills- 
borough river, eight miles south of New 
Smyrna. Packwood is a native of Louisiana, 
but has lived near New Smyrna for over 
fifteen years. The names of the persons mur- 
dered are: Miss A.H. Brue, of New York 
city; Frank Bruce Packwood (four years old), 
son of F. J. Packwood; Mrs. L. D. Hatch and 
her boy, six years old. 

How the Murder Was Committed: 

The house was entered Friday night through 
® window, the intruder. smashing the sash and 
glass in order to gain entrance. A ghastly 
sight met the eyes of the frst visitors to the 
premises Suturday morning. In one corner of 
the main room lay the body of Mrs. Hatch, 
shot through the left eye. In the same room, 
lying on the bed, was the body of herson, shot 
under the left eye, and with his 

‘throat cut from ear to ear. In 
adjoining room, lying on _ the floor, 
was the body of Frank Packwood, shot through 
the head and with his throat cut also. t. 
the same room, lying upon the bed, was the 
body of Miss Bruce, Her person had been out- 
raged and her sku!! and face had been smashed 
With some heavy weapon. Her face had also 
been shot through and her throat had been cut. 

The Revolver Found. 

At the entrance of the broken window a 
large revolver was found, two chambers of 
it having been emptied On the bed by the 
side of the body of Miss Bruce lay a double- 
barreled shotgun with the stock broken into 
splinters, On the bed near the body of the Hatch 
boy lay a long-bladed butcher knife. No 
clue to the murderers has yet been found, but 
tramps seen in the neighborhood are suspected 
of the crime. A large posse, headed by 
Deputy Sheriff Dimick, started southward late 
Saturday night to scout the country for the 
murderers. 


THERE MAY BE A LYNCHING, 


Growing Out of the Murder of Young Para- 
more in New Branford. 

Waycross, Ga., December 13.—[Special.]— 
The following particulars were received here 
today of the assassination of G. M. Paramore 
last night from a gentieman who accompanied 
a company of about fifty persons from Val- 
dosta, the home of young Poramore, to New 
Branford, Fla., the scene of the murder, on a 
special train this morning. Paramore was a 
commercial traveler, representing a wholesale 
grocery house at Valdosta. He was out on a 
collecting trip and had on his person about 
one thousand dollars, which was stolen, and 
his pockets turned inside out. He stopped at 
New Branford, and, after completing his en- 
gagements, started towards the depot, a short 
distance from the hotel, avevhich he had been 
stopping. Between the hotel and the depot 
he stopped and had a short conversation with 
Judge Blank. Leaving the judge, he came to 
a dark spot in the shadow of a water tank. 
Here he was first robbed and his skull crushed 
in by some unknown persons, His groans at- 
tracted attention, and he was found on the 
ground in the above condition. He died 
shortly afterwards. Two negroes were ar- 
rested on suspicion, and it is reported that one 
of them was nddled with bullets. The other, 
in all probability, will be lynched tonight. 


HE SAVED THE MOB THE TROUBLE. 


They Surround His House and He Blows

SHREVEPORT, La., December 13.—George 


E. Patterson, the negro, who yesterday killed 
his wife and a negro manin Bossier parish, 


lace, members-elect of the state legislature, 
was run down so close by the mob this morn- 
ing that he returned to his home, putting to 
flight the mourners that were sitting up with 
his wife’s corpse. Patterson then blew oat 
his brains with the revolver 
that had created so much havoc. 

The mob soon gathered around the house 
100 strong, white and black, removed the body 
of the murdered woman and set fire to the 
house. 

It was burned to the ground and Patterson’s 
charred remains lie amidst the ruins.

The legislature of the state of New 
York is the only body having official knowl- 
edge of Governor Hill’s election, and that 
body is the only one which could act in the

Political circles are awaiting with great 
anxiety the outcome of the election cases, now

During an Election Riot in Waterford 
Yesterday. 

Dus, December 13.—Michael Davitt, the 
famous Irish leader, was seriously wounded 
during a riot in Waterford City today. Davitt 
and William O’Brien had gone to Watertord 
to support Candidate Keane, nominee of the 
McCarthyites, for the seut in parliament made 
vacant by the death of Richard Power. 
Keane’s opponent is Redmond, member of the 
Parnell wing of the Irish party. Davitt was 
strongly urged by the McCarthyites to stand 
for Waterford, but he declined to do so, and 
in consequence of his refusal Keane was made 
the nominee. 

Davitt Becomes the Candidate. 

Mr. O’Brien made the speech of the day. 
He bitterly denounced the assault upon his 
friends, and said the crowds who injured 
Davitt had struck a glorious blow for the Irish 
cause. Davitt’sanswerto the blow was that 
how he was a candidate for Waterford. 

O’Brien, in bis concluding words accused 
the police of using their batons more in favor 
of the attacking mob than otherwise. The 
police, he asserted, protected Parnellites, while 
the force of their blows was delivered to the 
McCarthyites.

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FIFTY MASKED MEN

The Sheriff Bravely Resists the 
Lynchers, 


BUT THEY SUCCEED IN ENTERING. 


The Shots Go Into the Bedding and Miss 
the Prisoners, Who Thus Es- 
cape Death. 


Waycross, Ga., Decemberfi3.—[Special.]— 
Ware county’s new brick jail was broken into 
this morning about 2:300’clock by a mob com- 
posed of about fifty masked men, and the steel 
cell containing Welcome Golding and Robert 
Knight, the leaders of. the Varn mill riot, was 
riddied with bullets. 

But for the bravery and determination of 
Chief Miller most of the prisoners would have 
been lynched. 

Called Upon the Sheriff. 

About 2 o’clock this morning Sheriff Miller 
was called up by a man calling himself John- 
son. Hesaidhe had a prisoner whom he 
wished to put in jail; that the man bad killed 
his son-in-law, and he, incompany with two 
other men, had decided to bring him to jail, 
fearing he would be }bynched if not taken 
away from the scene of hiscrime. The sheriff 
asked where the prisoner was. He replied 
that be was at the jail guarded by the two 
men who came along. 

Sheriff Miller put the keys to the front cells 
of the jail in his pocket, and accompanied 
him. Upon his arrival at the jail he saw three 
men sitting on the steps. 

The Sheriff’s Story. 

“T walked,’’ said Mr. Miller, “within five 
feet of them, and said good morning, gentle- 
men. They raised up andasked meif I was the 
sheriff. I replied yes. They cocked their Win- 
chesters and presented them, saying at the same 
time, ‘Consider yourself -under arrest.’ I im- 
mediately drew my pistol. The man that had 
accompanied me caught me on the left side, 
and attempted to catch my right arm. I 
punched him in the side with my pistol 
and was in the act of shooting when he ex 
claimed: ‘Sheriff, don’t shoot me.’ I then 
shoved him away, and the three men in front 
of me, with guns presented, demanded that I 
unlock the jail. I emphatically refused to do 
so. They made asecond demand that I un- 
lock it as quick as possible. I again refused. 
They then attempted tohem me in. I told 
them I would shoot the first man who put his 

‘hands on me.” 
Fifty Men Appear. 

“One of the men then walked around the 
jail, leaving the three to guard me. About 
fifty men then came from behind the jail, the 
most of whom wore masks and had Winches- 
ters in their hands. They demanded 
that I unlock -the jail at onoe, and 
warned me to not refuse to so. I told them 
they had the advantage of me, 
but, let come what may, I would not unlock 
the jail. They ordered me to get down on the 
steps. I refused, at the same time stepping 
back and warning them not to come any 
nearer to me. ‘Give up that pistol,’ said 
one, ‘or put it in your pocket.’ I replied 
that I would do neither. I then asked them 
not to break jthe jail. ‘We have comea long 
way and intend to have the prisoners,’ was the 
reply.” 

The Mob Does Its Work, 

“Four men were then ordered to guard me 
to my house, and keep me there until they 
could break in and get the prisoners. They 
started with me to my house. I walked about 
ten steps from the crowd, turned and ordered 
the four men to come no _ further; 
that I would not allow them _ to 
frighten my family, and that they 
had done a cowardly act. Ifurtherstated that 
I did not fearany of them. I then went as 
fast as I could, and summoned my two next- 
door neighbors, and sent Deputy Sheriff Young 
to get assistance from the Waycross Rifles 
and the police force. When we arrived at the 
jail the mob had finished its work and left, 
probably with the idea that the prisoners were 
dead.”’ 

The Jail Was Battered. 

The jail was battered with heavy beams. 
Every prisoner yelled until the mob got inside 
the jail. They then clung to the sides of their 
cells, and the mob, supposing them to be in 
their beds, riddled the bed clothing with 
bullets. After they had finished shooting 
into Golding’s cell, they went tothe cell of 
Elijah Cheavers, charged with the murder 
of Sheriff Culpepper and Guise Roberts, 
charged with assaulting a white lady, and 
asked for the latter. Roberts stood still and 
ciung to the side of the cell. Cheavers was 
asked what he wasin for. ‘I am in for steal- 
ing a pair of pants froma colored man,’’ re- 
plied Cheavers. The mob then left the jail in 
a hurry without doing any further damage. 


SLAIN BY A NEGRO. 


Joe Fudge, a White Farmer, Clabbed to 
Death. 

UnaDILLA, Ga., December 13.—[Special.}— 
Joe Fudge,,a prominent young farmer, living 
on the northwestern border of Dooly county, 
about six miles from Unadilla, was brutally 
murdered by a negro farm hand, named 
Charles McGough. | 

The Origin of the Row. 

It seems that the row originated over the 
measurement of a bushel of corn. Joe Fu:ige 
and his brother, George, were farming together, 
and also had the negro, McGough, operating a 
small farm on the shares. McGough came to 
the Fudge boys a few days ago, and 
asked them to let him have some 
corn. They told him he could get it. Then, 
instead of waiting for them to measure the corn 
for him, McGough went to the barn and 
measured it for himself. 

They Met Again. 

Yesterday morning they met at Fudge’s and 
began to havea settlement. George Fudge 
accused McGough of taking more corn than he 
should have taken. McGough cutsed him and 
denied having done so. At that George took 


up @ piece of wood. McGough took up 
a piece of wood, also. George struck at 
the negro, but missed him. Then 
Joe Fudge, who was inside the barn, hearing 
the row outside, came outin time to see the 
negro strike at pocene. Joe then gathered a

He had a 
great many friends and the negro McGough 
will stand a slight chance if caught. 


THE SHOT WAS ACCIDENTAL, 


But It Had the Effect of Killing the Re- 
sisting Prisoner. 

Macon, Ga., December 13.—[Special.]— 
Deputy United States Marshal, A. J. Lofton, 
of Macon, killed anegro prisoner yesterday 
afternoon in Monroe county, about eight 
miles north of Forsyth. 

The particulars are as follows: United 
States Marshal W. P. Corbett and Deputy 
Lofton made a raid on the distillery of Charles 
Goodwin, a white man, on the Towaliga 
river. Whenthey reached the scene about 
half past four o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
they saw Goodwin and five negroes around a 
sixtk-tive gallon copper stillin full operation. 
The marshal and his deputy separated to 
approach the still, thorugh a dense wood, in 
opposite directions. When within 
a short distance of the 
still Marshal Corbett was seen by the 
iilicit distillers. Goodwin and three of the 
negroes immediately ran away. John Sparks, 
the fourth negro, tried to get a gan which was 
lying on the ground near the still, but Marshal 
Corbett opened fire on him and made Sparks 
surrender before he could reach the gun. The 
fifth negro made no resistance to arrest. 
Deputy Marshal Lofton then came up and 
Marshal Corbett directed him to take the gun 
and gotowards the river and find the men who 
had run away. Lofton caught the two 
negroes, but the white man, Goodwin, 
escaped. Lofton made the two ne 
groes walk in front of him, and 
they started towards Marshal Corbett,who was 
guarding his two prisoners at the distillery. 
While thus walking along the gun loaded with 
buckshot that was in Lofton’s hand was acci- 
dentally discharged and the load entered the 
back of the head of one of the negroes, killing 
him instantly. 


WIFE MURDER IN BANKS. 


Henry Bell Pats His Wife to Death fora 
Trifling Cause. 

Homer, Ga., December 13.—[Special. ]}—One 
of the most diabolical murders ever known 
was committed about three miles from Homer, 
on Wednesday evening about dark, by a mis- 
erable biack wretch named Henry Bell, his 
wife being the victim. He is generally known 
as a bad character, and when drunk has often 
threatened his wife's life. 

It seems that he was insanely jealous of his 
wife, and went home drunk, cursing and abus- 
ing her, broke up all the dishes and other 
household furniture, and picked up an old 
heavy musket barre] used asa fire poker and 
struck at his wife. She avoided the lick and 
sprang out at the door, he following. They 
met twenty yards from the cabin, and he drew 
his deadly iron bludgeon and struck her on > 
the head. She fell without a word, and he 
then placed one foot on each side of her body 
and dealt her one murderous blow after an- 
other upon her head until he thought her 
dead, and then left.

WHO GATHER TO HEAR HIM. 


The Students of Ann Arbor Are Ad- 
dressed by the Great Taber- 
nacle Preacher. 


Ann ARBOR, Mich., December 13.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Our citizens in large ~umbers have 
availed themselves of the opportunry ef hear- 
ing Dr. Talmage, whois visiting the city by 
invitation of the students of the university. 
Last night a vast audience greeted the famous 
Brooklyn preacher at his lecture, and this 
evening, when he was announced to preach a 
special sermon to young men, there was no 
building in the city that would accommodate 
all who wanted to hear him. His text was 
Proverbs I, 17: “Surely in vain the net is 


spread in sight of any bird.” 

Early in the morning I went out witha 
fowler to catch wild pigeons. We hastened 
through the mountain gorge and into the 
forest. We spread out the net and covered up 
the edge of it as well as we _ could. 
We arranged the  call-bird, its feet 
fast, and its wings flapping in invita- 
tion to all the fowls of heaven to settle 
down there. We retired into a booth of 
branches and leaves and waited. After a 
while, looking out of the door of the booth, 
we saw a flock of birds in the sky. ‘They came 
nearer and nearer, and after a while were 
about to swoop into the net, when suddenly 
they darted away. Again we waited. After 

They 
came nearer and nearer until just at the 
moment when they were about to swoop they 
darted away. The fowler was very much dis- 
appointed, as well as myself. We said to each 
other, “‘What is the matter?’ and ‘“‘Why 
were not these birds caught?” We went out 
and examined the net, and by a flutter ofa 
branch of a tree part of the net had been con- 
spicuously exposed, and the birds, coming 
very near had seen their peril and darted 
away. When I saw that I said to the old 
fowler, ‘‘That reminds me of a passage of 
scripture: ‘Surely in vain is the net spread 
in the sight of any bird.’’”” Now the net in my 
text stands for temptation. 

The call-bird of sin tempts men on from point 
to point and from branch to branch until they 
are about to drop into thenet. Ifa man finds 
outintimethatitis the temptation of the 
devil, or that evil men are attempting to cap- 
ture his soul for time and for eternity, the man 
steps back. He says: “‘lam not to be caught 
in that way. I see what you are about; surely 
in vain is the net spreadin the sight of any 
bird.” 

There are two classes of temptations—the 
superficial and the subterraneous—those above 
ground; those underground. Ifa man could 
see sin asit is, he would no more embrace it 
than he would embrace a leper. Sin is a 
daughter of hell, yet sbe is garlanded and 
robed and trinketed. Her voice is a warble. 
Her cheek is the setting sun. Her forehead 
ls an aurora. Shesaystomen: ‘‘Come, walk 
this path with me; it is thymed and 
primrosed, and the air is bewitched with the 
odors of the hanging gardens of heaven; the 
rivers are rivers of wine, and all you have to 
dois to drink them upin chalices that spar- 
kle with diamond and amethyst and chryso- 
prasns. See! It is all bloom and roseate 
cloud and heaven.’”’ Oh! my friends, if for 
one moment the choiring of all these concerted 
voices of sin could be hushed, we should see 
bheg orchestra of the pit with hot breath 
blowing through fiery flute, and the skeleton 
arms on drums of thunder and darkness beat- 
ing the chorus: “The end thereof is death.’’ 

t want to point; out the insidious tempta- 
tions that are assailing more especially our 
young men. The only kind of nature compar- 
atively free from temptation, so far as I can 
judge, is the cold, hard, stingy, mean temper- 
ament. What would Satan do with sucha 
man if he got him? Satan is not anxious to 
get a man who, after a while, may dispute 
with him the realm of everlasting meanness. 
It is the generous young man, the ardent 
young man, the warm-hearted young man, the 
social young man, that is in especial peril. A 
pirate goes out on the sea, and one bright 
morning he puts his glass to his eye and looks 
off,and sees an empty vessel floating from 
port to port. Hesays: ‘‘Never mind; that’s 
no prize for us.’’ But the same morning he 
puts the glass to his eye, and he sees a vessel 
coming from Australia laden with gold, ora 
vessel from the Indies laden with spices. He 
says: “That’s our prize; bear down on it!’ 
Across that unfortunate ship the 
grappling hooks are thrown. The 
crew are bilindfolded and are com- 
pelled to walk the plank. It is not the empty 
vessel, but the laden merchantman that is.the 
temptation to the pirate. And a young man 
empty of head, empty of heart, empty of life— 
you want no Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion to keep him safe; heissafe. He will not 

amble unless itis with somebody else’s stakes. 

e will not break the Sabbath unless some- 
body else pays the horse hire. He will not 
drink unless somebody else treats him. He 
will hang around the bar hour after hour, wait- 
ing for some generous young man to come in. 
The generous young man comes in and accosts 
him and says: ‘‘Well, will you have a drink 
with me today?’ The man, as though it 
were a sudden thing for him, says: ‘* Well], 
well, if you insist on it, I will—I will.” 

Too mean to go to perdition unless some- 
body else pays his expenses? Forsuch young 
men we will not fight. We would no more 
tontend for them than Tartary and Ethiopia 
would fight as to who should have the great 
Sahara desert; but for those young] men who 
are buoyant and enthusiastic, those who are 
determined to do something for time and for 
piernity—for them we will fight, and we now 
declare everlasting war against all the influ- 
ences that assail them, and we ask ali good 
men and philanthropists to wheel into line, 
and ail the armies of heaven to bear down 
upon the foe, and we pray A!mightv God thar 
with the thunderbolts of His wrath He will 
strike down and consume ali these influences 
that are attempting to destroy the young meu 
for whom Christ died. 

The first class of temptations that assaults a 
young man is led on by the sceptic. Ho will 
not admit that he is an intidel or atheist. Oh, 
no! he is a *‘free-tiinker;’’ he is one of your 
**liberal’’ men ; be is free and easy in re!igion. 
O! how liberal heis; heis so “‘iiberal’’ that 
he will give away his Bible; he is so “‘liberal”’ 
that he will give away the throne of eternal 
justice; he is so “‘liberal,’ that he would be 
willing to give God out of the universe; he is 
so “liberal” that he would give up hisown 
soul and the souls of his friends. Now, what 

ore could you ask in the way of liberality ? 

he victim of this sceptic has probably just 
come from the country. Through the inter- 
vention of friends he has been placed ina 
shop. On Saturday the sceptic says to him, 
“Well, what are you going to do tomorrow ?”’ 
He says, “I am going to church.” ‘“Isit 

ossible?” says the sceptic. ‘‘Well, I used to 

o those things; I was brought up, I suppose, 
as you were, in a religious family, and I 
believed all those things, but I got over it; 
the fact is, since I came to town I have read a 

t deal, and I have found that there are a 
reat many things in the Bible that are ridicu- 
ous. Now, for instance, all that about the 

serpent being cursed to crawl in the garden of 

Eden because it had tempted our first parents; 

why, you see how absurd it is; you can tell 


from the very organization of the serpent that 
it had to crawl; it crawled before it was 
cursed just as well as it crawled afterwards; 
you can tell from its organization that it 
crawled. Then, all that story about the whale's 
swallowing Jonah, or Jonah swallowing the 
whale, which was it? It don’t make any dif- 
ference, the thing is absurd; it is ridiculous to 
suppose that a man could have gone down 
through the jaws of a sea monster and yet 
kept his life; why, bis respiration would have 
been hindered; he would have been digested ; 
the gastric juice would have dissolved the 
fibrine and coagulated albumen, and Jonah 
would have been changed from prophet into 
chyle. Then, all that story about the miracu- 
lous conception—why, it is perfectly disgrace- 
ful. O! sir, I believein the light of navure. 
This is the nineteenth century. Progress, sir, 
pens. I don’t blaine you, but after you 

ave been in town as long as I have, you will 
think just as I do.”’ 

Thousands of young men are going down 
under that process day by day, and there is 
only here and there a young man who can en- 
dure this artillery of scorn. They are giving 
up their Bibles. The lightof nature! They 
have the light of nature in China; they have 
itin Hindostan: they have it in~ Ceylon. 
Flowers there, stars there, water there, winds 
there ; but no civilization, no homes, no happi- 
ness. Lancets to cut, and Juggernauts to fall 
under, and hoods toswing on; but no happi- 
ness. I tell you. my young brother, we have 
to take a religion of some kind. We have to 
choose between four or tive. Shallit be the 
Koran of the Mohammedan, or the Shaster of 
the Hindoo. or the Zendavesta of the Persian, 
or Confucius writings of the Chinese, or the 
Holy Scriptures? Take what you will; God 
helping me, I will take the Bible. Light for 
all darkness; rock for all foundation; balm 
forall wounds. A glory that lifts its 
pillars of fireover the wilderness march. 
A wilderness march. Do not give 
up your LBibles. Ifthese people scoff at 
you as though religion and the Bible were fit 
only for weak-minded people, you just 
tell them youare not ashamed to be in 
the company of Burke the statesman, and 
Raphael the painter, and Thorwaldsen the 
sculptor, and Mozart the musician, and Black- 

tone the lawyer, and Bacon the philosopher, 
and Harvey the physician, and John Milton 
the poet. Ask them what infidelity has ever 
done to lift the fourteen hundred millions of 
the race out of barbarism. Ask them when 
infidelity ever instituted a sanitary commis- 
sion; and, before you leave their society once 
and forever, te!l them that they have insulted 
the memory of your Christian father, and spit 
upon the deathbed of your mother, and with 
swine’s snout rooted up the grave of your sis- 
ter who died believing in tbe Lord Jesus. 

Young man, hold onto your Bible. It is 
the best book you ever owned. It will tell 
you how to dress, how to bargain, how to 
walk, howto act, how to live, how to die. 
Glorious Bible! whether on parchment or 
paper, in octavo or duodecimo, on the center 
table of the drawing room or in the counting 
room of the banker. Glorious Bible! Light 
to _ feet and lampto our path. Hold on 
to it 

The second class of insidious temptations 
that comes upon our young men is led on by 
the dishonest employer. Every commercial 
establishment is a school. In nine cases out 
of ten the principles of the employer become 
the principles of the employe. I ask the 
older merchants to bear me out in these state- 
ments. If, when you were just starting in 
life, in commercial life, you were told that 
honesty was not marketable, that though you 
might sell all the goods in the shop, you must 
not sell your conscience, that while you were 
to exercise all industry and tact, you were not 
to sell your conscience—if you were taught 
that gains gotten by sin were combustible, 
and at the moment of ignition wouid be blown 
on by the breath of God until all the splendid 
estate would vanish into white ashes scattered 
in the whirlwind—then that in- 
struction has been to you a_ precaution 
and a help ever since. There are 
hundreds of commercial establishments in our 
gréat cities which are educating a class of 
young men who will be the honor of the land, 
and there are other establishments which are 
educating young men to be nothing but 
sharpers. What chance is there for a young 
man who was taught in an establishment that 
it is right to lie, if it is smart, and that a 
French label is all that is necessary to make a 
thing French, and that you ought always to be 
honest when it pays, and that it is wrong to 
steal unless you do it well? Suppose, now, a 
young man just starting in life enters a place 
of that kind where there are ten young men, 
all drilled in the infamous practices of the es- 
tablishment. Hois ready to be taught. The 
ens man has no theory of commercial ethics. 
Vhere is he to get his theory? He will get 
the theory from his employers. One day 
he pushes his wit a little beyond 
what the establishment demands _. of 
him, and _ he tleeces a customer 
until the clerk is on the verge of being seized 
by the law. What is done in the establish- 
ment? Heis not arraigned. The head of the 
establishinent says to him: ‘‘Now, be care- 
ful; be careful, young man, you might be 
caught; but reaily that was splendidly done; 
you will get along in the world, I warrant 
you.”’ Then that young man goes up until he 
becomes head clerk. e has found there is a 
premium on iniquity. 

One morning the employer comes to the es- 
tablishment. He goes into his counting room 
and throws up his hands and shouts: “Why, 
the safe has been robbed!’’ What is the mat- 
ter? Nothing, nothing; only the clerk who 
has been practicing a good while on customers 
is practicing a little on the employer. No new 
Sapam introduced into that establishment. 

t is a poor rule that will not work both ways. 
You must never steal unless you can do it 
well. Hedidit well. I am not talking an 
abstraction; I am talking a terrible and a 
crushing fact. 

Now here isa young man. Look at him to- 
day. Look at him five years from now, after 
he has been under trialin such an establish- 
ment. Here he stands in the shop today, his 
cheeks ruddy with the breath of the hills. He 
unrolls the goodson the counter in gentle- 
maniy style. He commends them to the pur- 
chaser. He points outalithe good points in 
the fabric. Heefiects the sale. The goods 
are wrapped up, and he dismisses the customer 
with a cheerful ‘‘good morning,’’ and the 
country merchant departs so impressed with 
the straight-forwardness of that young man 
that he will come again and again, every 
spring aud every autumn, unless interfered 
with. The young man has been now in that 
establishment five years. He unrolis the 
goods on the counter. He says to the cus- 
tomer, ‘‘ Now those are the best goods we have 
in our establishment;’’ they have better on 
the next shelf. He says: ‘‘We are sel)- 
ing these goods less than cost;” they 
are making 20 percent. He says: ‘'There is 
nothing like them in all the city;’’ there are 
fifty shops that want tosell the same thing. 
He says: ‘‘Now, thatis adurable article, it 
will wash ;’’ yes, it will wash out. The sale is 
made, the goods are wrapped up, the country 
merchant goes off feeling that he has an 
equivaient for his money, and the sharp clerk 
goes intothe private room of the counting 
house, and says: ‘“*Weil, I got rid of those 
goods at last; I really thought we never would 
sell them;I told’ him we were selling them 
less than cost; and he thought he was gettin 
a good bargain; got rid of them at last.’’ An 
the head of the firm says: ‘‘That’s well 
done, splendidly done!’’ Meanwhile, God

Go home to your motherand say to 
her, ‘‘Mother I can’t stay in that shop and be 
upright; what shall I Jo?” and if she is 
worthy of you she will say, ‘‘Come out of it, 
my son—we will just throw ourselves on him 
who hath promised to be the God of the widow 
and the §fatherless; He will take care 
of us.’" And I tell you no 

oung man ever rmanently suffered 

y such a courseof conduct. In Philadelphia, 
in a drug shop, a young man said to his em- 
ployer: ‘I want to please you, really, and I 
ain willing to sell medicines on Sunday ; but i 
can’t sell this patent shoe blacking on San- 
day.”’ ‘‘Well,’’ said the head man, ‘‘you will 
have todoit, or else you will have to ge 
away.” The young man said: ‘I can’t doit; 
I am willing to sell medicines, but not shoe 
blacking.”” ‘‘Well,then,go! Gonow.” The 
young man went away. The Lord looked 
after him. The hundreds of thousands of 
dollars he won in this world were the smallest 
part of his fortune. God honored him. By 
the course he took he saved his soul as well as 
his fortunes in the future. A man said to his 
employer: ‘I can’t wash the wagon on Sun- 
day morning; I am willing to wash it on Sat- 
urday afternoon; but, sir, you will 
please excuse me, I can’t wash the 
wagon on Sunday morning.’’ His em- 
ployer said: “You must wash it; my 
carriage comesin every Saturday night, and 
you have got to wash it on Sunday morning.”

I preach to encour- 
age them. Lay hold of God and be faithful. 

There is a mistake we make about young 
men. We put themin two classes; the one 
class is moral, the other is dissolute. The 
moral aré safe. The dissolute cannot be re 
claimed. I deny both propositions. The moral 
are not safe unless they have laid hold of 
God, and the dissolute may be reclaimed. I 
suppose there are self-righteous men in this 
house who feel no need of God, and will not 
seek after him, and they will go out in the 
world and they will be tempted, and they will 
be tlung down by misfortune, and they will 
go down, down, down, until some night you 
willsee them going home hooting, raving, 
shouting blasphemy—going home to their 
mother, going home to their sister, going home 
to the young companion to whom, only a little 
while ago, in the presence of a brilliant 
asseinblage, flashing lights and orange 
blossoms, and censers swinging in the 
air, they promised fidelity and 
purity and kindness perpetual. As that man 
reaches tlie door she will open it, not with an 
outcry, but she will stagger back from the 
door as he comes in, and in her look there wiil 
be the prophecy of woes that are coming; want 
that will shiver in need of fire, hunger that 
will cry in vain for bread,cruelties that will not 
leave the heart when they have crushed it, but 
pinch it again, and stabit again, until some 
night she will open the door of the place where 
her companion Was ruined, and she will flin 
out her arm from under her ragged shawl a 
say, With almost omnipotent eloquence, “‘Give 
me back my husband! Give me back my pro- 
tector! Give me back myall! Him of the 
kind heart and gentle words, and the manly 
brow—give him back to me!”’ And then the 
wretches, obese and filthy, will push back 
their matted locks, and they will say, *‘Put 
her out! Put her out!” Oh! self-righteous 
man, without God you are in peril. Seek 
after Him today. Amid the ten thousand 
temptations of life there is no safety for a man 
without God. 

But I may be addressing some who have 
gone astray, and so I assault that other propo- 
sition that the dissolute cannot be reclaimed. 
Perhaps you have only gone a little astray. 
While I speak are you troubled? Is therea 
voice within you saying: “What did you-do 
that for? Why did yougothere? What did 
you mean by that?’’ Is there fa memory in 
your soul that makes you tremble? God only 
knows all our hearts. Yea,if you have gone 
so far as to commit iniquities, and have gone 
through the whole catalogue, I invite you 
back this hour. The Lord waits for you. 


let thy beart cheer thee in the days of thy 
youth; but know thou that for all these things 
God will bring thee into judgment.’’ Come 
home, young man, to your father’s God. 
Come home, young man, to your mother’s 
God. QO! I wish that all the batteries of the 
gospel could today be unlimbered against all 
those influences: which are taking down so 
many of our young men. I would like to 
blow a trumpet of warning, and re- 
cruit until this whole audience would march 
out on acrusade against the evils of society. 
But let none of us be disheartened. O! 
Christian workers, my heart is light with 
hope. ‘The dark horizon is blooming into the 
morning of which prophets spoke, and of 
which poets have dreamed, and of which 
painters have sketched. The world’s bridal 
hour advances. The mountains will kiss the 
morning radiant and erfulgent, and all the 
waves of the sea will become the crystal keys 
of a great organ, on which the tingers of ever- 
lasting joy shall play the grand march ofa 
world redeemed. instead of the thern there 
shall come up the fir tree, and instead of the

The political situation in this state is indeed a 
picturesque one. 

The Tillman administration is continually 
“breaking out in a new place,’ and every 
morning everybody wonders whatis going to 
happen next. 

“he state isnowin the throes of a prohibition 
contest sprung by the “reform’’ legislature. 
An iron-ciad bill todrive liquor out of the 
state has passed the house and now awaits dis- 
posal in the senate. 

This bill was introduced by Representative 
Childs and is as restrictive in its provisions as 
the memorabie blue laws, 

Companion bills, introduced by other 
members, have followed in the wake 
which not only hedge off the “blind tiger’’ 
substitute, but almost damn to eternal perdi- 
tion those who drink the ardent. 

This very same beverage aroused a good 
dea! of the enthusiasm that attended the Till- 
man campaign last year and you can 
well imagine the lurid hue which 
the present complex situation of affairs gives 
to the atmosphere hereabouts. 

There is nobody on earth more expressive 
and unequivical in utterance than an able- 


bodied, *‘straightout’* anti-Tillmanite, and it- 


is sport of the rarest kind to sitin the hotel lob- 
bies and listen to the sallies and counter sallies of 
the warring factions. 

Some of the anti-Tillmanite members, while 
recoguizing the restrictive feacures of the 
Childs bill, are in a state of high glee because 
of its passage by the house, while a faction of 
the other side is equally as outspoken in their 
disapproval.

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Democratic Policy. 

“The presidency in 1892,’’ says The New 
York World,-‘‘may be won and lost at 
Washington this winter.’’ Our contem- 
porary could very well have left off the 
qualifying clause, for there can be no 
reasonable doubt that the result in 1892 
will depend almost wholly on the policy of 
legislation which the democrats will map 
out this winter. The election of Judge 
Crisp as speaker, shows that a majority of 
democratic congressmen feel the -responsi- 
bilities hat are resting on them, and every 
move that is made will no doubt be the 
result of careful deliberation. The demo- 
crats of congress owe this much to the party 
and to themselves. 

This being the case, what ought to be the 
policy of the party in congress? That is a 
very large question to consider, and it can- 
not be fairly settled by one person or by 
many. It will have to grow out of the 
friendly and earnest discussions of the dem- 
ocratic newspapers, and be gradually devel- 
oped from the deliberations of the leaders in 
Washington. It is nota matterto be set- 
tled at one stroke of the pen, or by aspeech, 
or by the introduction of a bill. 

The purpose of the party is well known; 
it is clearly set forthin the party’s decla- 
ration of principles; but, in order to carry 
out that purpose tothe best advantage, there 
must be a well-defined and carefully consid- 
ered policy. 

We shall present our ideas in regard to 
the policy which seems to us to promise 
most in subsequent issues of THE CoNSTI- 
TUTION. Itisamatterin which all dem- 
ocratic editors are interested, and it is to be 
hoped they will take it up with a view to 
strengthening the bonds of the party in con- 
gress and aiding in restoring the democracy 
to power. 


Quay Again Seeks Vindication. 

It is no longer doubted that Senator Quay 
is hard at work to be re-elected to the sen- 
ate. His friends declare that he does not 
want the office. Hemerely wants a vindi- 
cation, and if elected he will in a short time 
resign. i 

The Philadelphia Press sniffs danger in 
the tainted breeze. This sturdy republican 
organ can swallowa tolerably bitter dose 
when it is for the good of the party, but it 
cannot stomach Quay. It says: 


Senator Quay has songht vindication before. 
One of bis declared reasons for forcing the nom- 
ination of Delamater upon the republican party 
last year was to secure a vindication. To empha 
size this fact a resolution expressing entire confi- 
dence in Mr. Quay was inserted in a prominent 
place in the platform, and so made that it was im- 
possible for any republican to vote for the candi- 
date for governor without expressing himself in 
behaif of Mr. Quay’s vindication. It was a fatal 
step, and to the junior senator’s determination to 
make the campaign one of vindication, both in 
the cand‘date and the. platform, is due the fact 
that Pennsylvania now has a democratic governor. 
Mr. Quay did not get his vindication, and the 
failure then doubtless makes him the more eager 
for it now. 

Anybody would suppose that the experience 
the party has already had with attempts to vindi- 
cate Senator Quay would be quite enough. Itisa 
Striking foature of our politics that a leader 
should regard himself as steadily in need of a vin- 
dication; that a man should be a candidate for 
the sole reason that he wants vindication: thata 
candidate for United States senator should need 
vindication for anything. Itis not a part of the 
broad and great purpose of the republican party 
to furnish vindications. 1ts position and power, 
and even its success, is menaced when it is allowed 


_to be used, as it too often has been, in that way in 


Pennsylvania. 

It is no wonder sincere and thoughtful repub- 
licans, who believe in the party and seek only its 
success, regard the situation as one of gravity and 
full of danger. Mr. Quay’s candidacy under the 
circumstances is full of peril to the party. Is 
there reason to suppose that the people are any 
more willing to vindicate him now, or will be next 
year, than they were last year when his attempt to 
secure a vindication led to party defeat? 

It is easy to read between the lines of this 
editorial, The Press has sounded a vigorous 
note of warning. Doubtless the better ele- 
ment of the republican party will organize 
against the corrupt boss who has been the 
evil genius of Pennsylvania ever since he 
entered public ‘life.

“As aruie, the best newspaper work is done in 
London. As it appealsto a more leisured class 
than that reached by the newspaper in America, 
the work is somewhat more ambitiousin its style; 
in the more important newspapers it comes more 
near to the form of the literary essay. The news- 
paper editor is by exception, and not byrule,a 
university man, and the best editors usually 
‘know little Latin and less Greek.’ 

“The special correspondentin England is not 
simply a reporter writing over bis own name, as 
some Americans have hastily assumed, but an ed- 
itorial writer often taken from the editorial chair, 
and wielding all the authority and weight of his 

aper. The English sub-editor does what in the

Results Attained in a Popular Edition of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica. 

Belford Clarke & Co. have lately brought 
out in paper covers a popular edition of 
Britannica abridgement, which they have 
been selling for $30. The cheap edition, 
printed from the same type, fills twenty paper- 
back yolumes, and is sold in combination for 
$6.50. At this price it is offered with either 
edition of THe ConstiruTion, making the 
price with the paper $7.50 with the weekly, 
and $14.50 with the daily. 

Of course, this popular abridgement of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica is much cut 
and condensed, but it is surprising to 
see how much of the matter in the 
great $149 edition of the Scribner’s has been 
retained. The full Encyclopedia Britannica 
is without a parallel in thoroughness and com- 
prehensiveness. Almost every scientific lec- 
turer refers toit. Thearticle on the United 
States is a condensed history, now used as a 
textbook in the University of Georgia. The 
article on biology is used as a reference book 
in the current course of lectures by Dr. Camp- 
bell at the Young Men’s library. The articles 
on anatomy, astronomy, chemistry, geology 
and the like, as they appearin the Scribner’s 
edition, are unabridged textbooks on those 
subjects, and for some of them the Messrs. 
Black, of Edinburgh, paid -.as high as 
$10,000, without the copyright, allowing 
the authors to publish the same matter as col- 
lege textbooks. It is noticeable that the 
great subjects have, beside the main articles 
under those heads, supplementary articles on 
branches of the subject. For example, the 
article, ‘Biology,’ in the Scribner’s edition, 
has eightcen large pages, equa! to about a 
hundred pages of an ordinary textbook of 
12mo. size. For the general range of biology 
it has special articles of many pages. For ex- 
ample, the Scribner’s edition devotes seventy- 
eight quarto pages, with many illustrations, to 
birds. Inthe same way thirty-three quarto 
pages profusely illustrated are given to 
crustacea. There are many pages with many 
pictures of apes. Almost everything in na- 
ture, animate or inanimate, is elaborately 
treated. The Bible has a great deal of space, 
and all shades of thought concerning it are 
epitomized. There isan article on each one 
of thé principal books, on all the gospels and 
on all the Pauline epistles. In each 
case the views of the different schools of relig- 
ious thought and criticism are given. 

Of course all this cannot be given as fully in 
an abridgement, A $6.50 edition of a $149 
work cannot furnish the costly illustrations or 
the large type, nor all the matter, but the 
condensation has been done with great skill, 
and in most cases the average reader will find 
alland more than all he wants to know on a 
given subject. It is safe to say that such 
wealth of information was neyer put within 
reach of the public for $6.50, or four times 
that sum. The purchager certainly gets the 
full worth of his money.

That man is Wiililam Stephens, who now 
occupies a cell inthe city prison. They are 
from southeast Georgia, and came to Atlanta 
a week agoand put upat a boarding house 
corner Butier and Decatur streets as man and 


wife. 

Saturday morning Chief Connolly was noti- 
fied that there was something strange about 
the actions of the couple, and it was beiieved 


they were not married. 
The case was put into the hands of Captain 


Thompson. 

Saturday night two officers called at the 
boarding house and informed the couple that 
their presence was desired at the station 
house. The girl was frightened and fainted. 

They were carried to the station house and 
to the chief’s ottice, where both confessed 
that they were not married. Cheif Connolly 
told them that there was only one way to get 
out of trouble and that was to marry. 

‘I will die,’’ said the young woman, “‘go to 
prison or anything else before I will marry that 
man. He has deceived me, ruined my life and 
broken my mother’s heart, and I will spend 
the rest of my life in a prison cell before I will 
marry him. 

‘‘He has known me all my life, and I can 
appreciate my condition,” she continued. 
‘Up till vesterday I thought him a true man, 
but now I have found out his character. One 
week ago I left my home with him, he promis- 
ing to marry me just as soon as we reached 
Atlanta. His people objected to our marriage 
and the ceremony could not take place there. 
On one pretext after another he succeeded 
in deceiving me up till yesterday, and so 
strong was my confidence in him that living 
as I was I was perfectly satisfied. 

Yesterday I found out that he was arranging 
toskip and leave me here alone, ruined adn 
without adol:ar. Before 1 would marry him 
I would commit suicide.”’ 

Her story ceased only when she was com- 
pletely choked! with tears. She fell on a lounge 
and wept until she was almost exhausted. 
When it was found that her determination 
was absolutely relentless, Stephens was con- 
ducted to a cell and locked up. 

Captain Thompson took the girl to a hotel 
and placed her in charge of the landlady. 
She was seen last night, and said she was 
going back home today. What will be done 
with Stephens has not been decided. 

The woman was married two years ago to 
a man who is now doing business in Augusta, 
but they only lived together a few weeks, 
when she ieft him and returned to her parents. 
The families of both parties are said to be well 
to do, and stand high.

In addition to 
this the citizens of Edgewood spent a consid. 
erable sum of money to improve the condition 
of the road. 

Everything went well until the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern was graded a few weeks 
ago. 

The coming of this new road vpset the eiti- 
zens of the two places named greatly, It was 
graded on the north side of the Georgia rail- 
road, between the Georgia railroad and the 
dirt road. This makes the road very unsafe, 
and the people are greatly worked 


up. Some time ago the county cowmissionerg — 


began building a good macadam road on the 
south side of the orgia railroad from 
Mynatt’s crossing to whatis known as Sam’s 
crossing to allow the country wagons access to 
Atlanta without having to cross the Georgia 
road sooften.

THEY TALK STRIKE, 


Some of the Railway Mail Clerks Said 
to Have a Grievance 


AGAINST SOME OF THEIR SUPERIORS, 


A Meeting Called for Next Wednesday—It 
Is Highly Probable That It 
W on’t Materialize. 


There is trouble brewing among the rail- 
way mail clerks in the fourth division. 

And unless the disgruntled ones can be per- 
suaded not tocarry out their present inten- 
tions, it will result in trouble, both to the 
governinent and to themselves, 

Several weeks ago Mr. H. M. Robinson, 
well known as a mail clerk onthe Air-Line, was 
was appointed chief clerk of the railway mail 
service, to superintend half of the territory 
previously attended to by Mr. John F. Blod- 

That’s when the trouble began. 

About that time Bill Pledger, editor of The 
Georgia News, the colored paper, accused Mr. 
Robinson of discriminating against the negro 
mail clerks. He went further and charged 
him with having ordered one of these officials 
of Uncle Sam to make a fire in a car stove on 
the Richmond and Danville, 

The man who was ordered to do this was E. 
S. Richardson, so Pledger said ; and he further 
went on to say that the clerk had properly re- 
fused to obey. The editor made a number of 
charges to the effect that Mr. Robinson 
wanted the negro mail clerks to do menial 
labor and tried to enforce these directions. 

The Times, edited by R. S. Lovingood, also 
took the matter up. 

But Mr. John F. Blodgett also came in for a 
share of denunciation. ® was accused of be- 
ing oppressive in the extreme, and a howl of 
complaint went up. 

Day by day the dissatisfaction has grown, 
and since December Ist, a number of com- 
plaints have been wade, some, it is said, by 
white clerks. Last week some went so far as 
to declare that Mr. Robinson and Mr. Blodgett 
should not dictate to them any longer in the 
capacity of chief clerks, which sounded very 
much like a threat to strike. 
On Friday one of the number 
was dismitssed from service for conduct unbe- 
coming a railway mail clerk. The specific 
charge was that he had been fined in the city 
court for gambling. This dismissal! seemed to 
add fuel to the tire, asthe man was popular 
with his fellows. 

Wednesday morning isthe time set for a 
meeting of the clerks to discuss the situation. 
Several of the officials at the postoftice are 
attempting to dissuade these clerks from acting 
thus rashly, and to go about their work in 
good grace. To increase the force of the per- 
suasiveness, the law regarding obstructing 
the United States mails is being quoted. 

It’s a penitentiary offense. 

So that meeting may materialize, and it 
may not. 

Knows Nothing of It. 


Mr. H. M. Robinson was seen in regard to 

the matter yesterday. 
_ Mr. Robinson is well known in Atlanta and 
is very popular. Three monthsfago he was 
elected president of the Railway Mail 
Clerks Association of the United States, 
with the greatest unanimity—a high compli 
ment, 

“Do you know of any trouble among the 
railway mail clerks?” he was asked. 

_ “No,” said Mr. Robinson, surprised, “there 
is none that I have heard.’’ 

‘It is reported that they are dissatisfied with 
one or two United States officials,’ said the 
reporter, ‘‘and are compiaining.’’ 

“It’s all news to me,” the gentleman re- 
plied. “It seems that I would know of any 
such complaints if they existed.” 

The Mail Clerks Talk. 

Several of tho mail clerks were seen, and 
they acknowleged that there was trouble afloat. 

But most of them said that the 
dissatisfaction j to the Eaton 
matter. It be remembered 
thatthe New Orleans postmaster used ex- 
pressions refleeting upon the character of the 
railway mail clerks iu the fourth division. 

He hasn’t retracted yet, though the clerks 
have asked him todoso. That, too, it seems, 
may eventually cause a great deal of trouble.

Relettering of the Central’s Rolling Stock

DR. CAMPBELL TONIGHT. 


He Will Take Up Animal and Vegetable 
Life or §Biology. 


Dr. John P, Campbell, of the State university, 
will begin a course of lectures on biology at the 
Young Men’s library tonight. These Monday 
evening lectures will go forward for six weeks, 
just as the hes evening lectures by Dr. Boggs 
will be continued. 

Thus, while Dr. Campbell makes a survey 
of life in the animal and _  vegeta- 
ble kingdoms, tracing the ascending orders 
up to the-physical man, Chanceller Boggs will 
aod gt to view the leading characteristics of men- 
tal life in man, the climax ofall organic life. The 
two courses of lectures come together as naturally 
as menlive among animals, trees and plants 
When we come to think aboutit, it would be 
hard to present either subject satisfactorily 
without at the same time opening up 
the other. The university faculty has hit 
upon a happy arrangement in putting these two 
subjects abreast. 

Enough was heard Friday night to enlist the 
audience’s interest in that subject throughout the 
six lectures; and from the suggestive methods of 
Dr. Boggs it is evident that the attending class 
will have fully as much parallel reading laid out 
as they can find time to getthrough. Further 
than that, and perhaps more important, they will 
have more things to think about than they can 
possibly dispose of. 

Dr. Campbell’s side of this two-part discussion 
will beas entertaining as it is important. The 
animal and vegetable kingdoms together have 
probably more engaged the attention of great 
winds in this century than any other part of the 
broad field of knowledge, and possibly with far 
greater results. 

No science, perhaps, sevens geology, has 80 
blazed with new = during the nineteenth cen- 
tury; and after all, geology is only a back num- 
ber of biology. roe. shows where the Crea- 
tor made ivotprints all along the sands of time; 
biology shows where He is making them yet. After 
follow:ng Dr. Campbell on Monday eyenings in 
his survey of animal and vegetable life, you will 
tind that it pours a Sood offlight on the difficult 
subject of mental science, which Dr. Boggs will 
present on Friday evenings, Man stands, as it 
were, in the after-glow of creation, Napoleon 
toid his soldiers that forty centuries looked down 
upon them, but he ought to have said that 
myriads of creatures in untold ages lived and died 
to make ready for man. : 

The class of ninety at the opening lecture Fri- 
day night wasa larger one than had been ex- 
pected, and the doubie parlors of the library were 
rather crowded, but arrangements will be made to 
accommodate all comers tonight, even if the 
number reaches two or three hundred. The hall 
and parlors may be thrown together if necessary. 

Those holding through tickets are entitled to 
seats ut tonight’s lecture. Those who wish to 
take this course alone can get tickets for the six 
lectures for $1. The treatment will be popuiar 
but thorough. Any one who can understand 
plain English will have no difficulty in taking in 
these lectures.
